He went all the way back to 
President McKinley and a speech 
in 1901 to find an early Repub- 
lican who had declared against 
isolationism. He declared that 
foreign aid and trade are insep- 
arable and integral parts of our 
cold war against the Soviets. He 
asked for a five-year extension 
of foreign trade agreements, with 
more executive power for nego- 
tiation. 

He was at his best when he re- 
buked the hypocrisy of those who 
have called foreign aid a ‘“‘give- 
away program.” 

For years countless civic club 
speakers, uninformed and often 
in the hire of special interests 
which put their own profits ahead 
of the national welfare, have 
sneeringly referred to foreign aid 
as “a give-away.” Politicians, 
running for office, had so de- 
scribed it. Editorialists, and TV 
and radio commentators have, 
with willful violence to the facts, 
nit-picked at the failures and the 
items of waste, inevitable in so 
vast a program. They have per- 
suaded parents whose sons long 
ago would have been at war but 
for the policy of aid, that it fs 
A give-away. 


Greatest Obstacle 


“Our greatest obstacle to the 
economic aid program in the 
past,” said the President, “‘has 
been not a rational argument 
against it on the merits, but 
a catchword: ‘Give Away Pro- 
gram.’ 

“The real fact is,” he said, 
with complete truth, “that no 
investment we make in our own 
security and peace can pay 
greater dividends than necessary 
amounts of economic aid to 
friendly nations. 

“This is no ‘give away’... 
let’s stick to the facts .... We 
cannot afford to have one of 
our most essential security pro- 
grams shot down with a slo- 
gan.” 

It was a very candid Presi- 
dent who got down to the domes- 
tic brass tacks. 

There will be sacrifices ahead. 

What about the congressmen, 
the senators, state leaders, or 
editors, who criticwe the gov- 
ernment spending in general but 
kick like steers when some local 
government installation, no longer 
necessary, is designated for 
abandonment? 

How much sense does it make 
to bellow about government 
spending and then seek to main- 
tain waste when local payrolls 
are involved? 

No President has ever been 
quite that plain with the Con- 
gress . . . or the people. 

When he had finished, the na- 
tion felt better . . . but knew 
the facts . . . we are in danger 
. . . the situation is critical ... 
there is much expensive work to 
be done . . . there must be some 
sacrifices . . . but we can win 
if we will do the job and make 
the sacrifice. 

The big question now is whether 
the necessary follow-through will 
be given by the White House 
and the people.

His Announcement 


Expected Today

State School Supt. M. D. Collins 
has submitted his resignation to 
Gov. Griffin, it was learned on 
highest authority Thursday. 

A formal announcement of the 
72-year-old veteran educator’s re- 
tirement is expected to come on 
Friday which marks the end of 
Collins’ 25th year as Georgia’s 
public school chief. 

Griffin is expected to name Dr. 
Claude L. Purcell, assistant state 
school superintendent since 1954, 
to serve out the remaining year of 
Collin’s term. Purcell is centain 
to be a candidate for the office 
in next September’s primary. 

Collins will become state super- 
intendent emeritus under a retire- 
ment act for constitutional officers 
approved by the Legislature last 
year. 


HAD BEEN RUMORED 


Rumors of Collins’ impending 
resignation and Purcell’s appoint- 
ment have been current for 
months. But Collins went down to 
the wire without a definite state- 
ment of his plans. 

When it was learned that he 
had dispatched a letter to Griffin, 
Collins turned aside a reporter’s 
queries by saying “‘anything will 
have to come from the governor's 
office.” 

Griffin was out of his office 
and unavailable for comment. 
But Travis Stewart, Griffin’s 
executive aide, said: 

“A communication from the 
State Department of Education 


‘addressed to Gov. Marvin Griffin 
has arrived. Inasmuch as it was 


addressed to the governor, it has 
not been opened.” 


DECLINES COMMENT 


Stewart declined to comment on 
the report that the letter was 
Collin’s resignation.

Is Foreeast 
For Atlanta 


Subfreezing temperatures that 
have chilled Georgians for nine 
straight days are expected to 
yield to partly cloudy skies and 


warmer weather Saturday. 

Friday will be “mostly fair 
and warmer,” the weatherman 
said, with extremes of 25 and 50. 
The 50 high would be Atlanta’s 
warmest reading of 1958, sur- 
passing by two degrees the Jan. 
4 maximum. 

The Atlanta Weather Bureau 
predicted “partly cloudy and 
mild” Saturday, with a morning 
low of 34, the first low over the 
subfreezing mark since New 
Year’s Day. A high of 52 is 
scheduled for Saturday. 

Atlanta is being sprung from 
its deep freeze by warmer air 
moving in from the West, the 
weatherman said. But the mer- 
cury Friday will still be about 
10 degrees below normal for 
early January. 

Temperatures sank to 17 in At- 
lanta Thursday, and ice was not- 
ed on some downtown streets as 
late as 2 p.m., when the mer- 
cury climbed to 42 degrees, its 
high point for the day. 

Rome was the state’s coldest 
spot Thursday with a 10-degree 
low. Other low readings: La- 
Grange and Athens, 15; Colum- 
bus, 18, and Savannah, 22.

Soviets Turn Down

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9—Soviet 
Premier Bulganin sent President 
Eisenhower another invitation to 
a heads-of-government meeting 
today shortly after the President 
had completed his State of the 
Union message before Congress. 

Along with the invitation went a 


massive 19-page restatement of 
Soviet proposals for an East-West 
non-aggression pact, a _ central 
European zone free of nuclear 
weapons, a ban on nuclear tests, 
a ban on the use of nuclear 
weapons, and an embargo on 
arms shipments to the Middle 
Fast. 


MINISTERS MEET 


At the same time, Moscow once 
again turned down the idea ad- 
vanced at the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization meeting in 
Paris last month for a gathering 
of foreign ministers. 

Bulganin proposed that govern- 
ment leaders of both NATO and 
the Warsaw pact take part in a 
meeting which Moscow suggested 
be held in Geneva. The Soviet 
Premier urged that six other 
countries take part to represent 


the views of nations aligned with | 


neither Eastern nor Western mili- 
tary blocs. He suggested India, 
Afghanistan, Austria, Egypt, 
Sweden and Yugoslavia. 

A 19-page annex to the note was 
understood to consist of a pro- 
posed text of a non-aggression 
pact to be signed by the prin- 
cipal powers of the East and 
West. 

19 NOTES SENT 


The note to Eisenhower was 
one of 19 sent to heads of gov- 
ernment of the 15 members of 
the North Atlantic Treaty and 
four members of the Commu- 
nist bloc.

Dredging by U.S. Will Raise Value

SAVANNAH, Jan. 9—A federal 
dredging project scheduled to be-

Meanwhile the Ports Authority 
has run into legal difficulties in 
the problem of financing the tran- 
saction. However, Ports Authority 
Chairman Robert E. Frankenfield 
says he is sure the financing 
problem will be worked out.

The State of Georgia, constitutionally barred from 
borrowing more than $4 million, for all practical pur- 
poses is $285 million in debt today. 


And the total is increasing. 

The state has managed to get 
around the constitutional prohibi- 
tion through the device of public 
corporations, such as the State 
School Building Authority. 

Georgia is paying off the prin- 
cipal on bonds floated by these 
corporations at the rate of $16,- 
158,000 a year. 

But interest, insurance and 
other charges run the annual 
payment granted by the General 
Assembly up to $25,544,117.12. 

In the 1958 legislative session, 
which opens Monday, education 
forces will seek a new school 
building program which would 
add another $7.5 million per year 
for the next 20 years to the state 
obligation.

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Ike Warns Nation 
In Call for Action 


President Eisenhower's grimly factual 
State-of-the-Union message yesterday 
showed that the administration is at last 
aware of all the dangers which threaten 
this nation’s survival in the face of “total 
cold war” by an aggressive Soviet Com- 
munist imperialism. 

The President quite correctly called 
attention to the “‘all-inclusiveness” of this 
cold war. “Every human activity,” he 
declared, “is pressed into service as a 
means of expansion. Trade, economic 
development, military power, arts, science, 
education, the whole world of ideas—all 
are harnessed to this same chariot of ex- 
pansion.” 

Having stated the problem, Mr. Eisen- 
hower spoke, largely in general terms, of 
how it must be met. He demanded an 
end to interservice rivalries and hinted 
that later he might request a unified 
command to end them. He called for a 
strengthening of our military defense in 
all areas to make “prohibitive the cost 
of any aggressive attack.” 

Declaring that the United States to- 
day has sufficient deterrent power to 
prevent an attack, he urged a program of 
“total peace’ in which the free world 
nations would cooperate to strengthen 
the drive for peace behind a protective 
shield of military superiority. 

It is in this field of waging peace 
that the President delivered some of the 
most incisive logic of any speech in his 
career. Repeating that the contest with 
the Russians could be lost without firing 
a shot, he pointed to the massive eco- 
nomic penetration of the undeveloped 
free nations as a preliminary to political 
domination through subversion and revo- 
lution. This danger is greater, he de- 
clared, because many of us fail or refuse 
to recognize it. The “giveaway” slogan is 
being used to destroy our most potent 
weapon, 

Let those in the Congress who have 
opposé@ foreign aid and reciprocal trade 

agreements note the President’s warning. 
It is better to make some sacrifices at 
home than to lose the world to commu- 
nism and to become isolated in an other- 
wise Soviet-dominated earth without ac- 
cess to raw materials and without trade. 


Our resources of people, industrial 
power and other economic assets are more 
than equal to the task, said Mr. Eisen- 
hower. But if we are not willing to make 
the effort to use these economic and human 
resources to counter the Soviet challenge 
in all fields—trade, economic develop- 
ment, military power, arts, science, edu- 
cation, the world of ideas—we will lose. 


The President’s program will be 
spelled out in specific recommendations 
later. Its fate again will be up to Con- 
gress and the American people. But none 
can say that he has not correctly assessed 
our danger and the extent of the Soviet 
challenge. 

This nation’s future, that of all the 
free world, are the stakes in this gigantic 
total cold war. Only if we recognize its 
totality and meet it with better programs 
and with all the strength that we can 
muster will Communist aggression be 
contained and the goal of peace be real- 
ized. There is still time but none to lose.

Education Commission 


Has Strayed Far Afield 


The executive committee:of the United 
Church Women of Georgia stated the 
case well in asking the Legislature to cut 
the investigative powers of the Georgia 
Commission on Education. 

“We cannot believe our Legislature 
wished to establish a secret police agency 
for the harassment and intimidation of 
law-abiding Georgians and we trust that 
—while protecting the right of the com- 
mission members to present their point of 
view—the 1958 Legislature will recon- 
sider the grant of-unlimited investigative 
powers to the commission, particularly 
the power to subpoena,” the church wom- 
en said. 

The Constitution heartily concurs. 

The commission originally was cre- 
ated to draw up legislation designed to 
maintain school segregation. Later the 
General Assembly gave it the go-ahead 
to branch out and tell “the Georgia story” 
to the nation. It was given investigative 
powers. 

Since that time the commission has 
strayed far afield from its original pur- 
pose. Its executive secretary is credited 
with instigating the purchase of a maze of 
electronic equipment normally connected 
with gumshoeing activities. A state pho- 
tographer whose services the commission 
uses from time to time has shown up hith- 
er and yon with his camera, including an 
uninvited appearance at a leading At- 
lanta church. 

The commission has deteriorated into 
what to a large extent is a one-man 
show. Some of the members themselves 
are surprised and embarrassed at some 
of the goings-on. They, too, would do 
well to concern themselves more with 
what transpires.

Sabotage Foreign Aid Ideas 


Two developments in the news have put the spotlight on the 
growing importance of the economic competition between the Soviet 
bloc and the free world. The State Department’s useful summation of 
the Soviet economic aid program makes clear that this is neither a 
minute nor a transient aspect of the world scene, but rather poses sub- 
stantial problems for our own strategy. 


A member of the British Cabi- 
net, Sir David Eccles, considers 
the economic competition—in a 
broader area merely than foreign 
trade—so central to the survival 
of freedom that he has publicly 
urged an “‘economic merger” of 
the United States, the British Com- 
monwealth and Western Europe. 

Reading the State Department 
report it is difficult to understand 
why, as reported earlier, there 
was Washington opposition to its 
release. The basic facts about the 
Soviet program have been freely 
reported as that program has de- 
veloped. Only a few days, ago a 
Soviet spokesman in Ca won 
worldwide headlines by seeming 
to offer “‘brotherly’’ economic aid 
to all the countries of Asia and 
Africa. 

Undoubtedly Soviet foreign aid 
is being given for the purpose of 
making friends and influencing 
people. It is a weapon in the 
struggle for men’s minds and it 
can be an effective one. 

Seen in this light, the crux of 
the problem is whether we are 
willing to compete. That may 
seem a strange point if we recall 
that it was the United States 
which began to give massive eco- 
nomic aid after World War II 
and that in many respects the 
Soviet program is simply an imi- 
tation of things we had done 
earlier. 

Yet the point is relevant be- 
cause too many of our people un 


f 


derestimate the importance of 


economic aid, whether from the 
humanitarian or the political point 
of view. 

But to compete successfully 
with the Russians in this area 
there is needed more than gen- 
erous foreign-aid appropriations. 
There is needed also a determined 
effort to rid ourselves of the po- 
litical and economic irrationalities 
in our domestic policy which de- 
prive friendly nations abroad of 
needed markets in the free world 
and practically force them to do 
business with Moscow. 

It is too bad the State Depart- 
ment report did not spell out in 
detail the great harm done to 
our foreign policy by the domestic 
policies born of the pressures of 
the. farm bloc, particularly with 
respect to cotton and rice.

Texan Johnson Is 


In Driver’s Seat 


WASHINGTON — Sen. 
Texas has made his long-expected move into the 
center of the political arena. Even before the 


Lyndon Johnson of 


Commies opened he delivered to the Democratic caucus in the Senate 
what was, in effect, his own State of the Union message. 


This was something out of the 
ordinary: not a casual, discursive 
catalogue of problems and prom- 
ises, such as usually marks the 
opposition leader’s pre-Congress 
utterances, but a careful, solemn 
document, well and even elo- 
quently written and widely dis- 
tributed for maximum publicity. 

As befits a man from Texas he 
talked big and demanded for 
America no less than the con- 
quest of space. As befits a 
politician he put the administra- 
tion on the defensive before 
President Eisenhower had a 
chance to deliver the traditional 
State of the Union address. As 
befits a presidential candidate— 
which he denies he is—he talked 
in terms of large and popular ob- 
jectives. 


The Soviet Union had recently 
had its way with the United 
States, he seemed to be saying, 
but from now on both were going 
to have to deal with Texas. 

As leader of the Democrats in 
the Senate, Johnson assumed his 
rightful position of command. He 
outlined in advance before the 
Democratic caucus who was 
going to talk on what. He called 
on Sen.

RED IMPERIALISM THREAT 


The threat to our safety. and 
to the hope of a peaceful world, 
can be simply stated. It is Com- 
munist imperialism. 

This threat is not something 
imagined by critics of the Soviets. 
Soviet spokesmen, from the be- 
ginning, have publicly and fre- 
quently declared their aim to ex- 
nand their power, one way or an- 
other, throughout the world. 

The threat has become increas- 
ingly serious as this expansionist 
sim has been reinforced by an 
advancing industrial, military and 
scientific establishment. 

But what makes the Soviet 
threat unique in historv is its all- 
inclusiveness. Every human ac- 
tivity is pressed into service as 
a weapon of expansion. Trade, 
economic development, military 
power, arts, science, education, 
the whole world of ideas—all are 
harnessed to this same chariot 
of expansion. 

The Soviets are, in short, wag- 
ing total cold war. 

The only answer to a regime 
that wages total cold war is to 
wage total peace. 

This means bringing to bear 


every asset of our personal and | 


nafional lives upon the task of 
building the conditions in which 
security and peace can grow. 


U.S. ARMED MIGHT 


Among our assets, let us first 
briefly glance at our military 
power. 

Military power serves the cause 
of security by making prohibitive 
the cost of any aggressive attack. 

It serves the cause of peace by 
holding up a shield behind which 
the patient constructive work of 
peace can go on. 

But it can serve neither cause 
if we make either of two mis- 
takes. The one would be to over- 
estimate our strength, and thus 
neglect crucially important ac- 
tions in the period just ahead. 
The other would be to under- 
estimate our strength. Thereby 
we might be tempted to become 
irresolute in our foreign relations, 
to dishearten our friends, and to 
lose our, national poise and per- 
spective in approaching the com- 
plex problems ahead. 

Any orderly balance-sheet of 
military strength must be in two 
parts. The first is the position as 
of today. The second is the po- 
sition in the period ahead. 

As of today: Our defensive 
shield comprehends a vast com- 
plex of ground, sea, and air units, 
superbly equipped and strategi- 
cally deployed around the world. 
The most powerful deterrent to 
war in the world today lies in 
the retaliatory power’of our Stra- 
tegic Air Command and the air- 
craft of our Navy. They present to 
any potential attacker who would 
unleash war upon the world the 
prospect of virtual annihilation of 
his own country.

MISSILES IN PRODUCTION 


At this moment, the consensus 
of opinion is that we are probably 
somewhat behind the Soviets in 
some areas of long-range ballistic 
missile development. But it is 
based on close 
study of all relevant intelligence, 
that if we make the necessary ef- 
fort, we will have the missiles, in 
the needed quantity and in time, 
to sustain and strengthen the de- 
terrent power of our increasingly 
efficient bombers. One encourag- 
ing fact evidencing this ability is 
the rate of progress we have 
achieved since we began to con- 
centrate on these missiles. 


The intermediate ballistic mis- 
siles, Thor and Jupiter, have al- 
ready been ordered into produc- 
tion. The parallel progress in the 
intercontinental ballistic missile 
effort will be advanced by our 
plans for acceleration. The de- 
velopment of the submarine-based 
Polaris missile system has prog- 
ressed so well that its future pro- 
curement schedules are being 
moved forward markedly. 


When it is remembered that our 
country has concentrated on the 
development of ballistic missiles 
for only about a third as long as 
the Soviets, these achievements 
show a rate of progress that 
speaks for itself. Only a brief 
time back, we were spending at 
the rate of only about one million 
dollars a year on long-range bal- 
listic missiles. In 1957 we spent 
more than one billion dollars on 
the Atlas, Titan, Thor, Jupiter, 
and Polaris programs alone. 

But I repeat, gratifying though 
this rate of progress is, we must 
still do more! 

Our real problem, then, is not | 
our strength today; it is rather the 
vital necessity of action today to 
insure our strength tomorrow. 

What I have just said applies 
to our strength as a single coun- | 
try. But we are not alone. I have 
returned from the recent NATO) 
meeting with renewed conviction 
that, because we are a part of a 
worldwide community of free and 
peaceful nations, our own securi- 
ty is immeasurably increased. 

By contrast, the Soviet Union 
has surrounded itself with captive 
and sullen nations. Like a crack 
in the crust of an uneasily sleep- 
ing volcano, the Hungarian upris- 
ing revealed the depth and inten- 
sity of the patriotic longing for 
liberty that still burns within these 
countries. 

The world thinks of us as a 
country which is strong, but 
which will never start a war. The 
world also thinks of us as a land | 
which has never enslaved anyone | 
and which is animated by humane 
ideals. This friendship, based on 
common ideals, is one of our 
greatest sources of strength. 


ECONOMIC WAR 


It cements into a cohesive se- 
curity arrangement the aggregate 
of the spiritual, military and 
economic strength of all those 
nations which, with us, are al- 
lied by treaties and agreements. 

Up to this point, I have talked 
solely about our military strength 
to deter a possible future war. 

I now want to talk about the 
“trength we need to win a dif- 
ferent kind of war—one that has 
already been launched against 
us. 

It is the massive economic of- 
fensive that has been mounted by 
the Communist imperialists 
against free nations. 

The Communist imperialist re- 
gimes have for some time been 
largely frustrated in their at- 
tempts at expansion based di- 
rectly on force. As a result, they 
have begun to concentrate heavily 
on economic penetration, particu- 
larly of newly developing coun- 
tries, as a preliminary to politi- 
cal domination. 

This nonmilitary drive, if un- 
derestimated, could defeat the 
free world regardless of our mili- 
tary strength. This danger is all 
the greater precisely because 
many of us fail or refuse to rec- 
ognize it. Thus, some people may 
be tempted to finance our extra 
military effort by cutting eco 
nomic assistance. But at the 
very time when the economic 
threat is assuming menacing pro- 
portions, to fail to strengthen our 
own effort would be nothing less 
than reckless folly! 


ASSETS ARE STRONG 


Admittedly, most of us did not 
anticipate the psychological im- 
pact upon. the world of the 
launching of the first earth satel- 
lite. Let us not make the same 
kind of mistake in another field, 
by failing to anticipate the much 
more serious impact of the Soviet 
economic offensive. 

As with our military potential, 
our economic assets are more 
than equal to the task. Our in- 
dependent farmers produce an 


free workers are versatile, in- 
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businessmen are imaginative and 


resourceful. The productivity, the 


adaptability of the American 
economy is the solid foundation 
stone of our security structure. 


We have just concluded another 
prosperous year. Our output was 
once more the greatest in the 
nation’s history. In the latter 
part of the year, some decline 
in employment and output oc- 
curred, following the exception- 
ally rapid expansion of recent 
years. In a free economy, re- 
flecting as it does the independ- 
ent judgments of millions of peo- 
ple, growth typically moves for- 
ward unevenly. But the basic 
forces of growth remain unim- 
paired. There are solid grounds 
for confidence that economic 
growth will be resumed without 
an extended interruption. More- 
over, the federal government, 
constantly alert to signs of 
weakening in any part of our 
economy, always stands ready, 
with its full power, to take any 
appropriate further action to 
promote renewed business ex- 
pansion. 


If our history teaches us any- 
thing, it is this lesson: So far as 
the economic potential of our 
nation is concerned, the believers 
in the future of America have 
always been the realists. 

I count myself as one of this 
company. 


TREMENDOUS FORCE 


Our long-range problem, then, 
is not the stamina of our enor- 
mous engine of production. Our 
problem is to make sure that we 
use these vast economic forces 
confidently and creatively, not 
oniy in direct military defense 
efforts, but likewise in our for- 
eign policy, through such activi- 
ties as mutual economic aid and 
foreign trade. 


In much the same way, we 
have tremendous potential re- 
sources on other nonmilitary 
fronts to help in countering the 
Soviet threat: Education, science, 
research, and, not least, the ideas 
and principles by which we live. 
And in all these cases the task 
ahead is to bring these resources 
more sharply to bear upon the 
new tasks of security and peace 
in a swiftly changing world. 

There are many items in the 
administration's program, of a 
included in a 
State of the Union message, with 
which I am not dealing today. 


They are important to us and to 


our prosperity. But I am reserv- 
ing thy for treatment in sepa- 
rate communications because of 
my purpose today of speaking 
only about matters bearing di- 
rectly upon our security and 
peace, 

I now place before you an out- 
line of action designed to focus 
our resources upon the two tasks 
of security and peace. 


In this special category I list 
eicnt items requiring action. They 
are not merely desirable. They 
are imperative: 


1, DEFENSE REORGANIZATION 


The first need is to assure our- 
selves that military organization 
facilitates rather than hinders 


_the functioning of the military 


establishment in maintaining the 
security of the nation. 

Since World War II, the pur- 
pose of achieving maximum or- 
ganizational efficiency in a mod- 
ern defense establishment has 
several times occasioned action 


| by the Congress and by the ex- 


ecutive. 

The advent of revolutionary 
new devices, bringing with them 
the problem of over-all con- 
tinental defense, creates new dif- 
ficulties, reminiscent of those at- 
tending the advent of the airplane 
half a century ago. 

Some of the important new 
weapons which technology has 
produced do not fit into any ex- 
isting service pattern. They cut 
across all services, involve all 
services, and transcend all serv- 
ices, at every stage from de- 
velopment to operation. In some 
instances they defy classification 
according to branch of service. 


Unfortunately, the uncertainties 
resulting from such a situation, 
and the jurisdictional disputes at- 
tending upon it, tend to bewilder 
and confuse the public and create 
the impression that service dif- 
ferences are damaging the na- 
tional interest. 

Let us proudly remember that 
the members of the armed forces 
give their basic allegiance solely 
to the United States. Of that fact 
all of us are certain. But pride 
of service and mistaken zeal in 
promoting particular doctrine has 
more than once occasioned the 
kind of difficulty of which I have 
just spoken. 

I am not attempting today to 
pass judgment on the charge of 
harmful service rivalries. But 
one thing is sure. Whatever they 
are, America wants them stopped. 

Recently I have had under spe- 
cial study the never-ending prob- 
lem of efficient organization, com- 
plicated as it is by new weapons. 
Soon my own conclusions will be 
finalized. I shall promptly take 
such executive action as is nec- 
essary and in a separate mes- 
sage I shall present appropriate 
recommendations to the Congress. 


MAJOR OBJECTIVES 


Meanwhile, without anticipating 
the detailed form that a _ reor- 
ganization should take, I can state 
its main lines in terms of objec- 
Gres: 

A major purpose of military 
organization is to achieve teal 
unity in the defense éstablish- 
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ment in all the principal features 
of military activity. Of all these 
one of the most important to our 
nation’s security is strategic 
planning and control. This work 
must be done under unified di- 
rection. 


The defense structure must be 
one which, as a whole, Can as- 
sume, with top efficiency and 
without friction, the defense of 
America. The defense establish- 
ment must therefore plan for a 
better integration of its defensive 
resources, particularly with re- 
spect to the newer weapons now 
building and under development. 
These obviously require full co- 
ordination in their development, 
production and use. Good organ- 
ization can help assure this co- 
ordination. 


In recognition of the need for 
single control in some of our most 
advanced development projects, 
the secretary of defense has al- 
ready decided to concentrate into 
the antl- 
missile and satellite technology 
undertaken within the Department 
of Defense. 


SUBORDINATE MILITARY 


Another requirement of military 
organization is a clear subordina- 
tion of the military services to 
duly constituted civilian authority. 
This control must be real; not 
merely on the surface. 


Next there must be assurance 
that an excessive number of com- 
partments in organization will not 
create costly and confusing com- 
partments in our scientific and 
industrial effort. 


Finally, to end inter-service 
disputes requires clear organiza- 
tion and decisive central direc- 
tion, supported by the unstinted 
co-operation of every individual 
in the defense establishment, 
civilian and military. 

The second major action item is 
the acceleration of the defense 
effort in particular areas affected 
by the fast pace of scientific and 
technological advance. 

Some of the points at which 
improved and increased effort 
are most essential are these: 

We must have sure warning in 


case of attack. The improvement 
of warning equipment is becom- 
ing increasingly important as we 
approach the period when long- 
range missiles will come into use. 

We must protect and disperse 
our striking forces and increase 
their readiness for instant reac- 
tion. This means more base fa- 
cilities and stand-by crews. 

We must maintain deterrent re- 
taliatory power. This means, 
among other things, stepped-up 
long-range missile programs; ac- 
celerated programs for other ef- 
fective missile systems; and, for 
some years, more advanced air- 
craft. 


We must maintain freedom of 
the seas. This means nuclear sub- 
marines and cruisers; improved 
anti-submarine weapons; missile 
ships; and the like. 

We must maintain all neces- 
sary types of mobile forces to 
deal with local conflicts, should 
there be need. This means fur- 
ther improvements in equipment, 
mobility, tactics and fire power. 

Through increases in pay and 
incentive, we must maintain in 
the armed forces the skilled man- 
power modern military forces 
require. 

We must be forward-looking in 
our research and development to 
anticipate and achieve the un- 
imagined weapons of the future. 

With these and other improve- 
ments, we intend to assure that 
our vigilance, power, and tech- 
nical excellence keep abreast of 
any realistic threat we face. 


(3) MUTUAL AID 


Third: We must continue to 
strengthen our mutual security 
efforts. 7 


Most people now realize that 
our programs of military aid and 
defense support are an integral 
part of our own defense effort. 
If the foundations of the free 
world structure were progressive- 
ly allowed to crumble under the 
pressure of Communist imperial- 
ism, the entire house of freedom 
would be in danger of collapse. 


- As for the mutual economic as- 
sistance program, the benefit to 
us is threefold. First, the coun- 
tries receiving this aid become 
bulwarks against Communist en- 
croachment as their military de- 
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" not apt to fall prey to the blandish-

Second, these countries are

Third, the mutual confidence 
that comes from working together 
on constructive projects creates 
an atmosphere in which real un- 
derstanding and peace can flour- 
ish. 

To help bring these multiple 
benefits, our economic aid effort 
should be made more effective. 

In proposals for future economic 
aid, I am stressing a greater use 
of repayable loans, through the 
development loan fund, through 
funds generated by sale of sur- 
plus farm products, and through 
the export-import bank. 


While some increase in govern- 
ment funds will be required, it 
remains our objective to encour- 
age shifting to the use of private 
capital sources as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 


One great obstacle to the eco- 
nomic aid program in the past 
has been, not a rational argument 
against it on the merits, but a 
catchword: “give-away pro- 
gram.” 

The real fact is that no invest- 
ment we make in our own secur- 
ity and peace can pay us greater 
dividends than necessary amounts 
of economic aid to friendly na- 
tions. 

This is no “give-away.” 

Let's stick to facts! 

We cannot afford to have one 
of our most essential security pro- 
grams shot down with a slogan! 


(4) MUTUAL TRADE 


Fourth: Both in our national in- 
terest, and in the interest of 
world peace, we must have a 
five-year extension of the Trade 
Agreements Act with broadened 
authority to negotiate. 

World trade supports a signifi- 
cant segment of American indus- 


most important of all—the stu- 
dent himself, with his bag of 
books and his homework. 

With this kind of ‘all-inclusive 
campaign, I have no doubt that 
we can create the intellectual 
capital we need for the years 
ahead, invest it in the right 
places—and do all this, not as 
regimented pawns, but as free 
men and women! 


(7) SPENDING AND SAVING 


Seventh: To provide for this 
extra effort for security, we must 
apply stern tests of priority to 
other expenditures, both military 
and civilian. 

This extra effort involves, most 
immediately, the need for a sup- 
plemental defense appropriation 
of $1,300,000 for fiscal year 1958. 

In the 1959 budget, increased 
expenditures for missiles, nuclear 
ships, atomic energy, research 
and development, science and ed- 
ucation, a special contingency 
fund to deal with possible new 
technological discoveries, and in- 
creases in pay and incentives to 
obtain and retain competent 
manpower add up to a total in- 
crease over the comparable fig- 
ures in the 1957 budget of about 
four billion dollars. 


I believe that, in spite of these 
necessary increases, we should 
strive to finance the 1959 securi- 
ty effort out of expected reve- 
nues. While we now believe that 
expected revenues and expendi- 
tures will roughly balance, our 
real purpose will be to achieve 
adequate security, but always 
with the utmost regard for ef- 
ficiency and careful management. 

This purpose will require the 
cooperation of Congress in mak- 
ing careful analysis of estimates 
presented, reducing expenditures 
on less essential military pro- 
grams and installations, postpon- 
ing some new civilian programs, 
transferring some to the states, 
and curtailing or eliminating oth- 
ers. 

Such related matters as the na- 
tional debt ceiling and tax reve- 
nues will be dealt with in later 
messages. 


WORKS AND PEACE 


try and agriculture. It provides 
employment for four and one-half 
million American’ workers. It | 
helps supply our ever-increasing 
demand for raw materials. It | 
provides the opportunity for | 
American free enterprise to de- | 
velop on a worldwide scale. It | 
strengthens our friends and in- 
creases ‘their desire to be friends. 
World trade helps to lay the 
groundwork for peace by making 
all free nations of the world 
stronger and more self-reliant. 

America is today the world’s 
greatest trading nation. If we use 
this great asset widely to meet 
the expanding demands of the 
world, we shall not only provide 
future opportunities for our own 
business, agriculture, and labor, 
but in the process strengthen our 
security posture and other pros- 
pects for a prosperous, harmoni- 
ous world. 

As President McKinley said, as | 
long ago as 1901: 

“Isolation is no longer possible 
or desirable. . . . The period of 
exclusiveness is past.”’ 

Fifth: It is of the highest im- 
portance that the Congress enact 
the necessary legislation to en- 
able us to exchange appropriate 
scientific and technical informa- 
tion with friendly countries as 
part of our effort to achieve ef- 
fective scientific cooperation. 

It is wasteful in the extreme 
for friendly Allies to consume tal- 
ent and money in solving prob- 


lems that their friends have al- 
ready solved — all because of | 
artificial barriers to sharing. We | 
cannot afford to cut ourselves off | 
from thé brilliant talents and | 
minds of scientists in friendly | 
countries. The task ahead will be | 
hard enough without handcuffs of | 
our own making. 

The groundwork for this kind of | 
cooperation has already been laid | 
in discussions among NATO coun- | 
tries. Promptness in following | 
through with legislation will be) 
the best possible evidence of | 
American unity of purpose in co- | 
operating with our friends. 


(6) EDUCATION, RESEARCH 


Sixth: In the area of education 
and research, I recommend a bal- 
anced program to improve our re- 
sources, involving an investment 
of about a billion dollars over a 
four-year period. This involves 
new activities by the Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare 
designed principally te encourage 
improved teaching quality and 
student opportunities in the inter- 
ests of national security. It also 
provides a five-fold increase in 
sums available to the Nation- 
al Science Foundation for its spe- 
cial activities in stimulating and 
improving science education. 

Scrupulous attention has been 
paid to maintaining local control 
of educational policy, spurring the 
maximum amount of local efforts, 
and to avoiding undue stress on 
the physical sciences at the ex- 
pense of other branches of learn- 


ing. 

In the field of research, I am 
asking for substantial increases 
in basic research funds, including 
a doubling of the funds available 
to the Nationa] Science Founda- 
tion for this purpose. 

But federal action can do only 
a part of the job. In both educa- 
tion and research, redoubled ex- 
ertions will be necessary on the 
part of all Americans if we are 
to rise to ‘the demands of our 
times. This means hard work on 
the part of state and local gov- 
ernments, private _ industry, 
schools and colleges, private or- 
ganizations and foundations, 


My last call for action {is not 
primarily addressed to the Con- 
gress and people of the United 
States. Rather, it is a message 
from the people of the United 
States to all other peoples, espe- 
cially those of the Soviet Union. 

This is the spirit of what we 
would like to say: 

“In the last analysis, there is 
only one solution to the grim 
problems that lie ahead. The 
world must stop the present 
plunge toward more and more 
destructive weapons of war and 
turn the corner that will start 
our steps firmly on the path to 
ward lasting peace. 

“Our greatest hope for success 
lies in a universal fact: The peo- 
ple of the world, as people, have 
always wanted peace and want 
peace now. 

“The problem, then, is to find 
a way of translating this uni- 
versal desire into action. 

“This will require more than 
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words of peace. It requires works | 


of peace.” 

Now, may I try to give you 
some concrete examples of the 
kind of works of peace that might 
make a beginning in the new di- 
rection? 7 


KNOW EACH OTHER 


For a start our people should 
learn to know each other better. 
Recent negotiations in Washington 
have provided a basis in principle 
for greater freedom of communi- 
cation and exchange of people. 
I urge the Soviet government to 
cooperate in turning principle into 
practice by prompt and tangible 
actions that will break down the 
unnatural barriers that have 
blocked the flow of thought and 
understanding between our people. 

Another kind of work of peace 
is cooperation on projects of hu- 
man welfare. For example, we 
now have it within our power to 
eradicate from the face of the 
earth that age-old scourge of 
mankind: malaria. We are em- 
barking with other nations in an 
all-out five-year campaign to blot 
out this curse forever. We in- 
vite the Soviets to join with us in 
this great work of humanity. 


Indeed, we would be willing to 
pool our efforts with the Soviets 
in other campaigns against the 
diseases that are the common 
enemy of all mortals—such as 
cancer and heart disease. 

If people can get together on 
such projects, is it not possible 
that we could then go on to a 
full-scale cooperative program of 
science for peace? 

We have as a guide and inspira- 
tior the success of our atoms-for- 
peace proposal, which in only a 
few years, under United Nations 
auspices, became a reality in the 
International Atomic Energy 
Agency. 

UNITY OF RESEARCH 


A program of science for peace 
might provide a means of funnel- 
ing into one place the results of 
research from scientists every- 
where and from there making it 
available to all parts of thé world. 

There is almost no limit to the 
human betterment that could re- 
sult from such cooperation. Hun- 
ger and disease could increasing- 
ly be driven from the earth. The 
age-old dream of a good life for 
cll could, at long last, be trans- 
lated into reality. 

But of all the works of peace, 
none is more needed now than a 
real first step toward disarma- 
ment. 

Last August the United Nations 
General Assembly, by an over- 
whelming vote, approved a dis- 
armament plan that we and our 
allies sincerely believed to be 
fair and practical. The Soviets 
have rejected both the plan, and 
the negotiating procedure set up 
by the United Nations.

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develop differing ideas on how to 
proceed. We must concert these 
convictions among ourselves. 
Thereafter, any reasonable pro- 
posal that holds promise for dis- 
armament and reduction of ten- 
sion must be heard, discussed, 
and, if possible, negotiated. 

But a disarmament proposal, to 
hold real promise, must at the 
minimum have one feature: re- 
liable means to insure compliance 
by all. It takes actions and dem- 
onstrated integrity on both sides 
to create and sustain confidence. 
And confidence in a genuine dis- 
armament agreement is vital, not 
only to the signers of the agree- 
ment but also to the millions of 
people all over the world who are 
weary of tensions and armaments. 

I say once more, to all people, 
that we will always go the extra 
mile with anyone on earth if it 
will bring’ us nearer a genuine 
peace. 


CONCLUSION 

These, then, are the ways in 
which we must funnel our ener- 
gies more efficiently imto the task 
of advancing security and peace. 

These actions demand and ex- 
pect two things of the American 
people: sacrifice, and a high de- 
gree of understanding. For sacri- 
fice to be effective it must be 
intelligent. Sacrifice must be 
made for the right purpose and in 
the right place—even if that place 
happens to come close to home! 

After all, it is no good demand- 
ing sacrifice in general terms one 
‘day and the next day, for local 
_reasons, opposing the elimination 
|of some unneeded federal facility. 
| It is pointless to condemn fed- 
eral spending in general, and the 
next moment condemn just as 
strongly an effort to reduce the 
particular federal grant that 
touches one’s own interest. 


And it makes no sense what- 
ever to spend additional billions 
on military strength to deter a 
potential danger, and then, by 
cutting aid and trade programs, 
‘let the world succumb to a pres- 
‘ent danger in economic guise. 
| My friends of the Congress: the 
world is waiting to see how wisely 
and decisively a free representa- 
tive government will now act. 
| J believe that this Congress pos- 
isesses and will display the wis- 
‘dom promptly to do its part in 
‘translating into law the actions 
'demanded by our nation’s inter- 
‘ests. But, to make law effec- 
| tive, our kind of government needs 
‘the full voluntary support of mil- 
lions of Americans for these ac- 
tions.

ALBANY, N.Y., Jan. 9 (P?—The Apalachian gang- 
land convention was a meeting of the dread Mafia, a fed- 
eral narcotics agent said today, and dope traffic held “a 
prominent place on the agenda.” 


For almost an hour, agent John 
T. Cusack unfolded before a state 
Legislature committee the bloody 
and violent story of the Sicilian 
underworld society. 

It was sprinkled with the names 


of dozens of the 60 mobsters and |

OTHER GATHERINGS 


Cusack told of other such gath- 
erings over the years and de- 
clared: 

“Call these meetings what you 
will—a crime convention, a meet- 
ing of the syndicate, of the Un- 
ione Sicilione, the Black Hand or 
the Mafia. We of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Narcotics prefer to call 
these Mafia meetings.”’ 

Cusack said it was possible that 
deported vice king Charles 
‘Lucky’ Luciano pulled the strings 
at Apalachin—through orders re- 
layed from Italy. 


WENT TO ITALY 


The federal agent noted that 
Phil Brucola of Boston returned 
last October from a trip to Italy, 
where he admitted seeing Luciano 
and Joe Adonis. 

Cusack said his bureau had re 
ceived information that Brucola, 
reputed to be Mafia chief in Mas 
sachusetts, selected Frank Cuc- 
chiara, Boston cheese manufac- 
turer, as his deputy at Apalachin. 

‘The possibility exists,’’ Cusack 
testified, “that Brucola brought 
back from Italy the suggestions, 
ideas and even orders of Luciano 
and Adonis, which he passed on to 
Cucchiara for transmittal to the 
Mafia meeting at Apalachin.”’

On a sunny afternoon last September idle football 
tourists huddled in publicist Bob Hartley’s office in the 
Mississippi State athletic building. They were talking 
about one thing and another and mostly quarterback 
Billy Stacy. 

During the conversation Babe McCarthy managed to squeeze 
in a few words about another potential all-America. ‘‘I don’t know 
what kind of a basketball team State will have,’’ McCarthy said, 

“but we've got one of the finest play- 
ers in the country in Bailey Howell.” 

McCarthy, on the Starkville end 
of the long distance line, Thursday 
recalled the preseason discussion. 

“I'm not saying this boastfully,” 
McCarthy said, “‘but Howell has been 
just as good as I expected him to 
be. The rest of the team has been 
better.”’ 

On the Associated Press’ week- 
ly cage hit parade, the unbeaten 
Maroons are ranked fifth, the col- 
lege’s loftiest rating in history. As 
they prepare for Saturday night’s 
invasion of Georgia Tech, the Ma- 
roons have 11 victories in the bag. 
Howell, a sensational 6-7 junior, has 
a 26.6-point average. 

“We're not a great team,” Me-

The American economy is now 
but don't push» the panic button! 
There are “no grounds for real pessimism.” 

Thus cautioning an Atlanta audience Thursday night, an Emory 
University economist predicted that the economic contraction which 
actually started in September will probably be reveresd by next 
- year—possibly even this year.

The upturn, according to Dr. Arthur Dietz, 
associate professor in Emory’s School of Business 
Administration, ‘‘could come in 1958. It should 
come by 1959. 


“The exact timing depends on when inven- 
tory liquidation is completed and how long it 
takes to accelerate the increased government 
spending” on national security, which he esti- 
mated would add $2 billion to federal government 
outlays. 


Meanwhile. he advised members of the Pur-

chasing Agents Assn. of Georgia at their meeting here, “just buy 
conservatively.” 

Dietz indicated that our gravest economic danger would be un- 
founded pessimism. 


“In fact.” he warned, ‘“‘undue pessimism is the major fear, for 
this could bring about a contraction more drastic than is required”’ 
to beef up the economy, which “has been rolling and readjusting 
around on a precarious plateau.” 


He noted that a year ago he forecast a slight downturn after 
the first quarter of 1957, when he pointed out that it “could con- 
tinue in 1958 to a recession equal in magnitude roughly to those in 
1949 or 1954.” 


Now. Dietz added, “‘no available evidence provides any reason 
to deviate from those conclusions.”’ 


He said that between the peaks of 1948 and 1953 and the lows of 
1949 and 1954 the gross production of goods and services dropped 
four per cent and three per cent, respectively. 


A downturn of comparable magnitude would carry the gross 
hational product in the lowest quarter of this recession to a level 
between 422-$428 billion, he said, adding: 


“Expect that no quarter in 1958 will approach an annual rate 
below the midpoint of this range.” 

Although government spending (including a $3 billion increase 
at the state and local levels) is expected to go up some $5 billion 
this year, Dietz predicted this would be offset by declines of $5 
billion in net private domestic investment and $1 billion in net for- 
eign investment. 


Thus, he continued, total spending will drop “‘unless the Amert- 
can consumer can fill the gap, as he did in 1949 and 1954. 


But Dietz said consumers “‘cannot be relied on this time” be- 
cause they ‘“‘are not quite so liquid as in the past, their pent-up 
demand is closer to fulfillment than it was,”’ their attitudes are not 
bouyant, and consumer credit is already so loose that easier money 
will not be much help. 


He prediicted, however, that consumer spending will not he 
depressed this year because the net effect of spending declines (in- 
vestmert) and increases (government) on incomes will be small. 


“Consumers will probably attempt to maintain their standard 
of living by cutting into savings for a while,” he told the purchas- 
ing men, thus keeping total spending in 1958 from falling more than 
$1 billion (if all goes well) to $3 billion below 1957.

More than 5,000 Southeastern retail furniture deal- 
ers are expected to become customers beginning here 
Monday as the year-old Atlanta Merchandise Mart be- 
gins its week-long 1958 winter showing. 


The mart, a beehive of activity 
Thursday as manufacturers from 
34 states hustled the latest in 
home furnishings into their per- 
manent exhibits, features the 
wares of 248 firms this showing. 
This is an increase of 93 over the 
June, 1956, tally. 

On display to tempt the buy- 
ers—expected to attend from 
many states besides the nine-state 
Southeast—will be the customary 
household furnishings plus items 
ranging from animated toys to 
summery wrought iron yardware. 

Mart president John C. Port- 
man, in discussing the fledgling

The young folks In my family who got themselves some 
UNICEF tags and went out ringing doorbells and asking for pen- 
nies for the children in Europe and Asia, didn’t do very well. 
The neighbors were conditioned to distributing lollipops and cookies 
and were a bit dismayed to find money was wanted. They gave 
what change they had on hand to the first young spooks to ring 
the doorbell and after that they fell back on the standard Hal- 
loween fare—treats. And although big teen-age children should 
have been embarrassed to come home licking purple lollipops, 
they weren’t at all. 


Fortunately, the UNICEF cause fared better elsewhere in 
Atlanta. In fact, it fared very well indeed. 

Mrs. Walter Paschall, a member of the United Nations Counci!, 
who asked me to enlist volunteers in the pennies-for-UNICEF 
movement last October, reported at the close of 1957 that $5,793.62 
had been turned in. 

But that was not the complete report by any means. Small. 
belated contributions keep coming in. 

The interesting thing is that it was not by any stretch of the 
imagination an organized, well-publicized drive. It was, in fact, 
a radical departure from a pleasant little rite that is well on the 
way to becoming traditional—the distribution of sweetmeats and 
other goodies to children on Halloween. Some adults I talked to 
about it even felt a vague resentment that one more ‘cause’ was 
being suggested as a replacement of the joyful, frankly selfish 
ceremony of trick-or-treat. 


But the children themselves apparently didn’t feel deprived. 
Mrs. Paschall sent me a handful of letters from youngsters who 
had willingly, even happily, given up goodies for themselves to 
collect money which might buy badly needed vitamins, milk or 
drugs for children abroad. There was an earnest, wistful hope in 
each that the money it contained would be of real use in making 
some other child healthier and happier. 


The idea that the price of an ice cream cone here might mean 
drugs to treat tuberculosis in Asia surprised and appealed to 
many children. 

Confronted with the appalling picture of a child who could not 
get medical help for so dread a malady as tuberculosis, scores of 
young Atlantans rushed to give up one day’s sweets. One school, 
Mrs. Paschall told me, felt that children should not ask for money 
—even pennies. But its participation in the drive took another turn 
Every child who normally bought a candy bar for lunch was asked 
to give that day’s nickel to UNICEF. 


“To the UN Council,” Mrs. Paschall said, ‘‘the thrilling thing, 
even more than almost $6,000 collected for needy children, al- 
though that is wonderful, is that there are that many children in At- 
lanta who are aware of the needs of other children and were wil! 
ing to help. Of course there is no way of knowing how many chil- 
dren took part. But most of the collections were in nickels and 
dimes, not in dollars.”’ 


Next year the UN Council may ask people who approve the 
plan to have a few pennies or nickeis on hand along with or | 
stead of the sweets when trick-or-treat comes around. But mean-

Earthy, Human 


Puppets at Scott ~ 


By ELIZABETH MORGAN 
An earthy, human show turned up at Agnes 
Scott this week. The Marionette Theater of Braun- 


schweig came to town. 

At rehearsal in the echoing 
auditorium, a tape-recorded gui- 
tar plunked out a bouncing tune 
while a happy gray bear lum- 
bered through a dance routine. 
On a narrow platform six feet 
above the tiny stage, a pretty 
girl dressed in loose black work- 
ing clothes danced with the 
marionette bear. 


Through the strings, hands 
and motions of the girl, the 
bear became half human. From 
backstage a precise German 
question was shouted at Harro 
Siegel, who was watching out 
front. 


ANSWERED IN GERMAN 

The founder and director of 
the theater answered in Ger- 
man and then explained the 
girl’s purpose in British-accent- 
ed English. “She, so to speak, 
lives within the marionette she 
is moving. She acts as if she 
is the character. The motions 
must be practiced like musical 
instruments until they move 
from the conscious to the sub- 
conscious.”” 


It was surprising to hear this 
theoretical, professional expla- 
nation of the puppetry that has 
always been considered a folk 
art. But later the performance 
of the old puppet play, “Doctor 
Faust,” showed the truth of Mr. 
Siegel’s words. 


Tape-recorded actors’ voices 
spoke the lines of the play, and 
the colorful marionettes acted 
out a half-sized human drama. 
Perhaps it was more than hu- 
man, for the angular antics of 
the originally designed players 
sometimes put across a pene- 
trating satire. 


“MORE THAN HUMAN” 

And Mr. Siegel's quiet words 
that afternoon explained this 
feeling, too. “In a vay puppetry 
is a thing of an old tradition and 
a thing to come, a theatrical 
art which appeals to the imagi- 
nation. Just as the modern thea- 
ter 18 trying to appeal to the 
more than real, so are mario 
nettes more than human. That 
is the deeper reason for this 
general interest in and rejuve 
nation of puppetry.” 

Television has helped rejuve 
nate the art in this country. But, 
no matter how dead the little 
people have seemed, down 
through the ages they have 
come alive time and again. Mr. 
Siegel has helped revive pup- 
petry in Germany. 

He teaches the art and craft 
at the Braunschweig Art School. 
His students make up the crew 
of eight on this first tour of the 
United States. The slender, 
graying teacher explained that 
his students become professional 
puppeteers or teachers of the 
art, or use its study as a step 
on the ladder to acting or stage 
designing. 


WORKING UNIFORM 


Braided blond Adelheid 
Siegel, also dressed in the black 
working uniform, joined her 
husband out front. She inherited 
her interest in puppetry from 
her late father, Friedrich Karl 
Hellwig, who was a playwright, 
actor and puppeteer. 

And puppetry brought the 
couple together, for her father 


once took his family to meet 
Mr. Siegel. The Siegels were 
married during World War II 
and have four children who 
range in age from 15 to 6. Mr. 
Siegel was an interpreter in 
the German Army and was Cap- 
tured by the British. 

After this five-week tour, the 
theater hopes to return to 
America. For what the matter- 
of-fact Mr. Siegel calls “a 
traveling school for puppetry,”’ 
he designs and makes most of 
the puppets. In 1954, the group 
presented ‘“‘Doctor Faust” at 
the Edinburgh Festival, and on 
this tour performed on Ed Sul- 
livan’s show. Mr. Siegel’s face 
lighted up, “‘We lived for a 
week on that five-minute ap- 
pearance.” 

The Siegel children, naturally, 
like puppetry, and make their 
own characters. The sparkling 
Mrs. Siegel commented in a 
rich voice, ““They’ve grown up 
with puppets and don’t notice 
them as anything special. They 
are like people they live with.”

.1 tablespoon of the fat for the 


gravy, discard the rest. Blend 
the fat with the flour, heat un- 
til thickened and smooth, then 
gradually add the broth from 
the casserole, which has been 
strained. 

Simmer until the sauce is the 
consistency of thin cream, then 
place the duck in the sauce and 
the olives and heat, covered, 
about 20 minutes over a very 
low flame.
